The  favorable  reception  which  the  First  Edition  of  this 
Work  met  with  having  rendered  necessary  the  issue  of  a 
Second,  the  Compiler  has  endeavoured  to  remedy  those  de- 
fects which  his  own  experience  has  enabled  him  to  discover, 
or  which  have  been  pointed  out  to  him  by  professional 
friends ;  and  he  sends  it  forth  anew  with  some  confidence 
in  its  more  extended  usefulness. 

The  general  arrangement  of  the  matter  has  been  altered, 
and,  it  is  hoped,  improved ;  and  more  recently  taxed  bills 
have  as  far  as  possible  been  substituted  for  those  which 
appeared  in  the  former  Edition. 

Amongst  the  newly-introduced  bills  will  be  found  those 
relating  to  Proceedings  under  the  Railway  and  Canal 
Traffic  Act,  1854  (17  &  18  Vict  c  31),  which  are  now  for 
the  first  time  published,  and  which  will  be  most  valuable 
to  the  practitioner.

Ttie  scales  of  Fees  and  Charges,  and  a  selectioii  of  Bills 
for  business  done  in  the  new  Pbobate  and  Ditobce  Courts 
have  also  been  inserted,  together  with  some  Additional 
Fees  in  the  former  of  these  Courts,  whieh  have  just  been 
settled.

than  judges'  clerks),  and  their  deputies,  should  rcQpectivelj 
on  or  before  the  24th  of  October,  1862,  render  an  account 
to  the  Lords'  Commissioners  of  the  Treasury  of  all  fees  and 
emoluments  received  or  claimed  to  be  received  by  them,  or 
on  their  behalf,  &c.  And,  by  s.  17,  the  Lords  of  the  Trea- 
sury are  empowered,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Lord 
Chief  Justices  and  Lord  Chief  Baron,  to  abolish  all  or  any 
of  the  fees  set  forth  in  such  accounts ;  such  list  to  be  pub- 
lished in  the  London  Gazette. 

By  a  treasury  warrant,  bearing  date  the  14th  of  De- 
cember, 1858,  and  published  in  the  London  Grazette  of 
Friday,  the  17th  of  that  month,  the  above  provision  has 
been  carried  out  by  the  abolition,  from  the  1st  of  January, 
1859,  of  the  whole  of  the  fees  heretofore  received  by  the 
ushers,  criers,  and  court-keepers.

This  is 
the  case,  even  if  the  arbitrator  expressly  find  that  there  are  no 
matters  in  difference  except  in  the  cause:  Brown  v.  Nelson^

amending  the  laws  relating  to  bankrupts,"  and  of  all  other 
powers  enabling  him  in  that  behalf,  order  and  direct,  that, 
from  and  after  the  date  hereof,  the  bills  of  costs  of  solicitors, 
and  the  charges  and  fees  of  messengers,  brokers,  auctioneers, 
and  accountants,  with  respect  to  any  proceedings  or  em- 
ployment in  matters  of  bankruptcy,  shall,  in  the  court  of 
Bankruptcy  in  London,  and  in  the  several  district  courts  of 
Bankruptcy,  to  be  taxed,  settled,  and  allowed  according  to 
the  schedule  hereunto  annexed :  Provided  always,  that,  so 
far  as  relates  to  the  country  districts,  this  scale,  with  re* 
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spect  to  the  messeDgers'  fees,  sball  not,  where  there  are 
now  two  messengers,  come  into  operation  until  the  number 
is  reduced  to  one,  and,  where  there  is  onlj  one  messenger, 
until  the  appointment  of  a  new  messenger,  in  the  place  of  such 
one  messenger ;  and,  until  such  new  scale  shall  come  into 
operation,  the  fees  shall,  subject  to  any  further  order,  be 
taken  according  to  the  scale  dated  the  26th  of  October,  1843.

22,  empowering  the  coort 
which  tries  the  criminal,  to  order  payment  to  a  prosecator  of  the  expenses 
of  preferring  the  indictment,  of  attending  before  the  conmiitting  magis- 
trate and  grand  jury,  and  of  otherwise  carrying  on  sach  prosecution,  and 
also  compensation  for  time  and  trouble. 

**Thi6  is  the  power  of  the  court:  and,  although  it  has  a  general 
power  in  respect  of  the  costs  of  carrying  on  the  prosecution  otherwise 
than  had  been  specified,  I  do  not  think  that  the  costs  of  pursuit  and 
apprehension  are  included  under  this  general  power,  because  the  context 
treats  the  prosecution  as  beginning  before  the  examining  magistrate, 
and  because  the  expenses  of  pursuit  and  apprehension  are  generally 
expenses  of  a  peace-officer,  and  not  of  the  prosecutor,  and  because 
another  provision  is  made  for  payment  of  a  sum  to  those  who  have  been 
active  in  or  towards  apprehension  of  certain  specified  classes  of  criminals. 
But,  whatever  be  the  true  construction  of  these  general  words,  they  do

Rules  and   Orders  as  to    Costs. 

Whereas,  by  an   act  to  extend  the  jurisdiction    of  tbe 
sheriffs'  court  of  the  citj  of  London,  made  and  passed  in  the 
session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  fifteenth  year  of  the  reign 
of  Her  present  Majesty,  and  intituled  *^  An  Act  for  the  more 
easy  recovery  of  small  debts  and  demands  within  the  city  of 
London  and  the  liberties  thereof ^^  it  is,  amongst  other  things, 
enacted,  that  no  person  shall,  unless  by  leave  of  the  court, 
be  entitled  to  appear  for  any  other  party  to  any  proceeding 
in  the  court,,  unless  he  be  an  attorney  of  one  of  Her  Ma- 
jesty's superior  courts  of  record,  or  a  barrister-at-Iaw  in- 
structed by  such  attorney  on  behalf  of  the  party  \  that  no 
barrister,  or  attorney,  or  other  person,  except  by  leave  of 
the  judge,  shall  be  entitled  to  be  heard  to  argue  any  question 
as  counsel,  attorney,  or  agent  for  any  other  person  in  any 
proceeding  in  the  court ;  that  no  person,  not  being  an  at- 
torney admitted  to  one  of  Her  Majesty's  superior  courts  of 
record,  shall  be  entitled  to  have  or  recover  any  sum  of 
money  for  appearing  or  acting  on   behalf  of  any  other 
person  in  the  court ;  and  that  the  judge  shall  have  power, 
from  time  to. time,,  to  settle  and  regulate  the  fees  to  be  taken 
by  barristers-at-law  and  attorneys  practising  in  the  court, 
and  in  what  cases  the  expense  of  employing  barristers  and 
attorneys  shall  be  allowed  on  taxation  of  costs. 

In  pursuance  of  the  powers  and  authorities  conferred 
upon  me  by  the  said  statute,  I  do  hereby  order  and  direct 
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that  the  fees  to  be  takdn  by  borrtsters-ftt-law  Imd  attorneys 
practising  in  tbe  court,  and  the  cases  in  which  the  expense 
of  employing  barristers  and  Uttomeys  shall  be  allowed  on 
taxation,  shall  be  r^alaied  by  the  following  mles  and 
orders. 

In  Actions  not  exceeding  ^e  pounds, 

1.  In  actions  in  which  the  plain tifTs  claim  does  not  exceed 
5Lf  neither  party  will  be  allowed  the  costs  of  either  counsel 
or  attorney,  unless  both  parties  shall  have  agreed  before  the 
hearing  to  be  represented  at  the  hearing  by  counsel  or  at- 
torney, and  the  judge  shall  at  the  hearing  allow  the  costs  of 
counsel  or  attorney,  or  both,  in  which  case  the  fee  allowed 
to  counsel  shall  not  (including  clerk's  fee)  exceed  1/.  3#.  6dl, 
and  the  costs  taxed  to  the  attorney  (exclusive  of  oounseFs 
fee)  lOs.  6d. 

2.  If  the  attorney  employed  by  one  of  the  parties  to  an 
action  in  which  the  plaintiff's  claim  does  not  exceed  6L 
shall,  not  less  than  three  clear  days  before  the  hearing,  give 
to  the  other  party  a  notice  in  writing,  intituled  in  the  court 
and  of.  the  cause,  and  bearing  his  signature  and  address,  to 
the  effect  that  he  is  instructed  and  intends  to  appear  at  the 
hearing,  and  the  other  party  shall  thereupon  instruct  an 
attorney  in  his  behalf,  so  that  both  parties  are  represented  at 
the  hearing  by  attorney,  the  court  may  order  payment  to  the 
attorney  of  the  successful  party  of  a  fee  not  exceeding  7s,  Sd. 
in  amount:  Provided  always,  that  the  judge  may  in  his 
discretion  allow  the  costs  of  counsel  or  attorney,  or  both, 
although  the  provisions  of  this  and  the  preceding  rule  have 
not  been  complied  with.

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of  the  day  and  of  the  adjoumment  will  in  such  caae  be
